The question at Issue, as far as we can see, lew 
very trivia! matter Indeed—a side insue—and the 
attemct to throw blame on Dr. Ayres very Ill- 
advised action, for [t 1s beyond question thrt the 
plague was raging in Canton at least two months 
before the local Government knew anything 
about {t, and if any one should be blamed for 
neglect of duty In this connertion {t is certalnly 
the Acting British Consol at Canton, Mr. Byron 
Brenan's predecessor, who should have warned 
us of the danger In du» time. As a matter 
of fact, however, the Hongkong Telegraph

Consequently, the andersigned 
Plentprtertiaries duly authotlzed by their 
respective Governments, have, with the view of 
defining the above fact and of securing fn the 
premises, concerted action on the part of tha 
two cnuntrles, agreed to the following articles.

Count Okoma, accor¢ing tothe Japan Herald, 
is sald to have expressed the following opinions 
regarding the two borning questions of the hour, 
—treaty revision and the war with China, 
“Now that treaty reviston haa been concluded 
with the most obs‘inate opponent of the measure 
~-Great Britaln—revision with the other Powers 
will follow naturally and ensily, There fs no 
doubt that. the new treaty Is superlor to the ofd,, 
and we have much ‘to be grateful for in the. 
settlement of this harassing question. Great 
Britain has changed her pollcy towards Japan 
since 1890, and now when Russia isso zealously 
cultivating the goodwill of Japav, she cannot, 


afford to make an enemy of this peopte by con. - 


tinuing her pollcy of resistance, When her 
statesmen discovered how Important a patt 
Russia was tryieg to play in Japanese 
polltics, they became anxlous ta enter Into 
closer relations with this country, hence the 
expedition with which the new treaty was com. 
pleted. Why Japan wishes the new tariff to be 
put into’ effect at once, {a that the Increased: 
revenue will enable her to pay the interest on, 
the Military Bonda: and for this reason alone, {t 
is of the utmost importance to Japan that she 
should have complete command of all ber 
resources to enable her to carry on the present 
war. The total important duty at prevent 
amounts fo 3,000,000 yen, but Ifthe duty were 
facreased to ¥2 per cent, the revenue from this 
source would amount to thirteen or fourteen 
million yen. Another polnt which pleases us fa 
the new treaty, {s that wo are the first non-Chris- 
dan nation to shake off the consular jurisdiction 
of forelgn Powers, ‘This in Itself fq enough to.
